Cfje  Hmcoln  Centenary 

The  centennial   celebration  of  Abraham   Lincoln's 
birth  on  February  12  is  not  confined  to  the  ceremonies 
held  at  the  birthplace  farm  near  Hodgenville,  Ken- 
tucky, where  the  President  of  the  United  States  will 
lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  new  memorial  building.    It 
is  national,  and  has  erased  all  sectional  lines.    The  old 
Mason  and  Dixon's  Line  has  been  obliterated  in  the 
expression  of  a  new  national  sentiment  centered  in 
the  people's   love  for  the  memory  of  Lincoln,  who 
belongs  alike  to  the  North  and  South,  the  East  and 
the  West.    The  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  has  is- 
sued a  special  order  calling  upon  every  post  to  properly 
celebrate  the  day,  through  cooperation  with  some  other 
organization  or  independently.    Their  camp-fires  burn 
everywhere.      The  Governor   of   every    State   in  the 
Union  has  appointed  a  special  centenary  committee 
to  represent  each  State,  respectively,  in  the  national 
celebration  that  takes  place  at  the  Lincoln  birthplace 
farm  in  Kentucky  and  to  foster  local  celebrations  in 
every  city,  village,  and  community  within  its  common- 
wealth confines.     Lincoln's  native  State  is  planning 
the  construction  of  a  modern  automobile  road  connect- 
ing Louisville   with  the   farm,  to  be  known  as  the 
Lincoln  Pike.     Senator  Knox  has  introduced  a  bill 
into  Congress  for  Federal  surveys  of  a  proposed  Lin- 
coln memorial  road  to  be  constructed  between  Gettys- 
burg and  Washington.    In  Illinois  Lincoln's  old  home 
people,  at  Springfield,  will  have  a  large  mass-meeting. 
In  Chicago  they  are  planning  to  make  "a  Lincoln  week 
of  it."     In  New  York  the  Mayor  of  the  city  has  ap- 
pointed a  committee  of  one  hundred,  headed  by  the 
dean  of  the  American  bar,  the  Hon.  Joseph  H.  Choate, 
formerly  United  States  Ambassador  to  England,  and  a 
director  of  The  Lincoln  Farm  Association,  and  the  ven- 


erable  John  Bigelow,  Lincoln's  Ambassador  to  France. 
Under  the  guidance  of  this  committee,  exercises  will 
be  held,  not  only  in  all  the  public  schools,  but  in  all  the 
principal  armories  of  the  city,  public  halls,  and  all  the 
churches.  In  Buffalo  Mayor  Adam,  following  the  pat- 
tern of  Boston,  Rochester,  Syracuse,  Providence,  and 
other  cities,  is  appointing  a  city  committee  of  one  hun- 
dred to  arrange  appropriate  centenary  celebrations.  In 
Indiana  a  movement  of  tender  sentiment  has  been  in- 
augurated by  the  State  Legislature,  which  has  appro- 
priated $10,000  for  the  proper  marking,  decoration, 
and  permanent  care  of  the  grave  of  Lincoln's  mother. 
At  Madison,  Wisconsin,  there  will  be  a  large  mass- 
meeting,  in  which  5,000  students  of  the  State  Uni- 
versity and  local  citizens  will  join,  and  at  which 
the  Thomas  Brittingham  gift  to  the  University  of 
a  bronze  statue  of  Abraham  Lincoln  will  first  be 
publicly  announced.  In  many  of  the  Rocky  Mountain 
and  Pacific  States,  mayors  and  governors  have  issued 
the  picturesque  proclamation  stopping  all  wheels  of 
industry  for  five  minutes  at  high  noon. 

From  Birmingham,  Alabama ;  from  Fayetteville  and 
Fort  Smith,  Arkansas ;  from  Savannah,  Georgia ;  from 
Memphis  and  Nashville,  Tennessee,  and  many  of  the 
cities  in  South  Carolina  and  Virginia,  reports  come  of 
special  and  elaborate  programs  to  be  given  by  the  pub- 
lic schools  in  the  South.  New  Orleans  will  take  a  two 
days'  holiday.  At  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  the  fullest  co- 
operation has  been  extended  to  the  Lincoln  Memorial 
University  at  Cumberland  Gap,  which  has  received  a 
large  endowment  by  popular  subscription  from  all 
parts  of  the  country,  the  contributors  thus  expressing 
their  interest  in  the  mountain  people  from  whom 
Lincoln  came. 


<3H)e  Rational  Celebration  at  tfte  Sfrirtfjplace  JFarm 

It  is  doubtful  if  at  any  time  since  the  Declaration 
of  American  Independence  there  has  been  a  movement 
which  parallels  the  approaching  celebration  of  the 
Lincoln  Centenary;  not  because  it  is  more  widely 
spread,  more  general,  more  sincere,  than  any  other  ex- 
pression of  national  feeling;  but  because  of  its  abso- 
lute spontaneity.  There  have  been  no  series  of 
proclamations,  no  central  national  body,  no  organized 
or  concerted  movement  on  the  part  of  officialdom  or 
press;  yet  in  tens  of  thousands  of  cities  and  towns 
throughout  the  Union  we  find  that  churches,  schools, 
political  and  social  organizations,  and  the  people  in 
general,  moved  by  a  common  love  and  reverence,  are 
to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of  a  dead  hero. 

Among  these  thousands  of  municipal,  town,  and  vil- 
lage observances  of  the  day,  to  what  great  center  of 
population  shall  we  look  for  the  chief  feature— the 
one  greatest  of  all  gatherings,  made  notable  by  the 
attendance  of  the  President  of  the  United  States— the 
official  tribute  of  the  government  itself,  in  the  person 
of  its  Chief  Magistrate?  New  York,  the  metropolis, 
would  have  claimed  this  honor ;  Chicago  would  have 
welcomed  it;  Springfield  urged  its  claims;  Philadel- 
phia, Boston,  St.  Louis,  and  a  score  of  other  cities, 
yielding  to  none  in  their  loyalty  and  reverence  for 
Lincoln's  memory,  might  well  be  the  scene  of  that 
celebration.  Yet  to  none  of  these  will  the  thought  of 
the  nation  turn,  that  day. 


A  little  farm  near  the  village  of  Hodgenville,  Ken- 
tucky, in  the  rolling  blue-grass  region,  fifty  miles 
south  of  Louisville;  for  years  abandoned  and  neg- 
lected, and  finally  sold  at  the  auction  block  for  taxes 
long  past  due;  now  rescued  and  in  process  of  regen- 
eration that  it  may  be  preserved  forever  as  a  memorial 
to  the  great  spirit  that  sprang  from  its  soil;  this  little 
farm,  that,  as  Mr.  Clemens  has  said,  "raised  a  Man," 
is  to  be  the  focal  point  of  the  Lincoln  Centenary  cele- 
bration. Here,  at  about  one  o'clock,  President  Roose- 
velt is  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  a  simple  but  beautiful 
memorial  building  that  is  to  house  and  protect  what 
remains  of  the  little  log  cabin  in  which,  one  hundred 
years  ago,  Lincoln  was  born.  In  the  center  of  the 
main  floor,  now  completed,  the  cabin  itself  has  been 
re-erected  for  the  occasion.  Supplementing  the  Presi- 
dent's speech,  there  will  be  one  from  Hon.  Joseph  W. 
Folk,  representing  The  Lincoln  Farm  Association, 
which  is  erecting  the  memorial;  Hon.  Augustus  E. 
Willson,  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky; Hon.  Luke  E.  Wright,  on  behalf  of  the  Con- 
federate Veterans ;  and  Gen.  James  Grant  Wilson,  on 
behalf  of  the  Union  Veterans.  With  the  addresses 
and  the  laying  of  the  corner-stone  the  simple  cere- 
monies will  have  been  completed.  Surely  no  solemn 
unveiling  of  a  stately  monument  within  the  confines 
of  a  city  park,  no  pomp  or  circumstance  or  splendor, 
could  surpass  in  impressive  fitness  this  baptism  of  the 
Lincoln  Birthplace  Memorial.

The  Lincoln  Birthplace  Farm,  at  which  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  at  about  one  o'clock  p.  m.,  President  Roosevelt 
is  to  lay  the  corner-stone  of  the  Memorial  Building, 
is  about  three  miles  from  the  village  of  Hodgen- 
ville,  Kentucky,  which  is  reached  via  the  Illinois  Cen- 
tral Railroad  from  Louisville  in  about  three  hours. 
Owing  to  the  difficulty  in  securing  transportation  from 
the  village  to  the  farm  for  a  large  number,  it  is 
not  expected  that  people  will  be  present  in  any  con- 
siderable numbers  from  outside  the  State.  The  follow- 
ing information,  however,  will  be  of  service  to  those 
who  wish  to  make  the  trip  in  spite  of  that  difficulty, 
and  it  is  understood  that  sufficient  cars  will  be  pro- 
vided by  the  railroad  company  to  take  care  of  the 
traffic:  The  special  round-trip  rate  from  Louisville 
will  be  $1.50.  For  those  who  wish  to  go  down  on  the 
day  previous,  a  train  leaves  Louisville  at  4.45  p.  m., 
arriving  at  7.22.  The  morning  train  is  scheduled  to 
leave  at  7.31  a.  m.,  arriving  at  11.45.  The  special 
trains  will  leave  Hodgenville,  returning  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  exercises.

Your  Executive  Committee,  created  by  virtue  of 
the  resolution  of  June  7,  1906,  and  composed  of  the 
following  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors —

have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report: 

The  continued  financial  depression  which  has  pre- 
vailed during  the  past  twelve  months,  with  only  recent 
evidences  of  improvement,  coupled  with  the  opposition 
of  Speaker  Cannon,  which  blocked  the  passage  of  the 
bill  introduced  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $50,000  for  the 
Association's  work,  made  it  practically  impossible  to 
secure  sufficient  funds  to  justify  the  committee  in 
letting  a  contract  for  the  Memorial  Building  as  orig- 
inally planned  at  an  expense  of  $250,000.  This 
amount,  with  other  necessary  improvements  at  the 
Farm,  and  a  maintenance  fund  adequate  to  meet  all 
future  needs,  would  have  footed  up  to  a  total  of  at 
least  $400,000,  about  half  of  which  the  committee 
felt  should  be  in  hand  before  letting  the  contract. 
Taking  these  things  into  consideration,  and  in  view 
of  the  fact  that  it  had  been  published  widely  that  work 
on  the  building  should  be  well  under  way  in  time  for 
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the  ceremonies  planned  for  the  Centenary,  your  com- 
mittee therefore  thought  it  wise  to  so  modify  the 
original  plans  that  the  cost  of  the  building  itself  might 
be  reduced  to  approximately  $100,000,  the  sum  al- 
ready in  hand.  After  extended  consultation  with  the 
architect,  Mr.  John  Russell  Pope,  a  new  set  of  plans 
was  prepared  for  the  building  now  in  process  of  con- 
struction, which  the  committee  feels  is  entirely  ade- 
quate for  the  purpose,  though  not  as  elaborate  in 
detail  or  as  exoensive  in  material  as  the  one  formerly 
decided  upon.  This  building,  of  granite  throughout, 
with  reinforced  concrete  foundations,  will  com- 
bine dignity  and  beauty  with  the  utmost  permanence 
and  utility.  It  is  intended  to  reerect  in  the  center  of 
it  the  Birthplace  Cabin.  At  this  writing  the  founda- 
tions are  completed,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  build- 
ing will  be  ready  for  dedication  by  October. 

Financially  the  Association  is  in  a  position  to  com- 
plete the  building  with  the  funds  on  hand  and 
guaranteed.  The  work  of  solicitation  was  held  some- 
what in  abeyance  during  the  worst  months  of  de- 
pression, as  the  falling  off  in  contributions  made 
it  evident  that  the  work  could  not  be  profitably  con- 
tinued until  times  improved.  The  plan  of  forming 
a  cooperative  committee  in  each  State,  which  should 
in  turn  appoint  a  local  committee  in  each  city  and 
town,  has,  however,  been  vigorously  prosecuted,  with 
excellent  results.  State  committees  have  been  ap- 
pointed in  twenty-four  States,  with  pledges  from  three 
other  States  from  which  the  appointments  have  not 
yet  been  filed.     These  State  committees  are  actively 
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at  work  appointing  their  local  committees,  to  whom 
the  necessary  literature  for  securing  contributions 
in  their  communities  is  supplied  by  the  Association. 
By  this  means  the  citizens  of  all  parts  of  the  country 
will  be  reached  at  slight  expense,  and  the  indications 
are  that  a  large  sum  will  be  added  to  the  fund. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  pave  the  way  for  the 
passage  of  the  bill  for  an  appropriation  of  $50,000, 
which  is  still  pending  in  the  House  and  of  which  some 
disposal  must  be  made  at  this  session.  This  sum 
would  be  of  the  greatest  assistance  in  making  pos- 
sible extensive  improvements  needed  on  the  farm 
proper,  and  in  providing  the  nucleus  of  a  maintenance 
fund. 

Arrangements  for  the  exercises  at  the  Farm  on  the 
day  of  the  Centenary  have  been  fully  completed.  The 
corner-stone  of  the  Memorial  Building  will  be  laid 
by  President  Roosevelt,  whose  address  will  be  pre- 
ceded by  those  of  Hon.  Joseph  W.  Folk  and  Hon. 
Augustus  E.  Willson,  and  followed  by  those  of  Hon. 
Luke  E.  Wright  and  Gen.  James  Grant  Wilson. 

It  is  the  expectation  of  the  Executive  Committee 
that  before  the  present  year  has  passed  the  building 
will  have  been  completed  and  dedicated  and  the  entire 
work  brought  to  a  successful  conclusion.

£ome  details;  of  tfje  Jtentucfep  Committee'*  t©orfe 

With  distinguished  public  spirit  the  Kentucky  State 
Committee,  supplemented  by  the  local  committee  of 
Hodgenville,  have  undertaken  and  arranged  for  the 
many  details  in  connection  with  the  celebration  of  the 
Centenary  at  the  Farm,  and  have  also  lent  material 
assistance  in  making  known  the  needs  of  the  Associa- 
tion to  the  citizens  of  Kentucky.  They  have  provided 
for  the  shelter  of  the  President,  the  Governor,  and  the 
large  party  of  distinguished  guests  who  will  accom- 
pany them ;  arranged  for  the  serving  of  refreshments ; 
undertaken  an  extensive  scheme  of  decorations ;  over- 
come the  difficulties  in  connection  with  transportation ; 
provided  for  military  escort,  policing,  and  traffic  regu- 
lations ;  sent  out  a  request  to  the  chief  officer  of  every 
city  and  town  to  appoint  a  committee  to  assist  in 
securing  funds  to  provide  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Memorial;  and  in  short,  by  their  invaluable  coopera- 
tion, have  made  possible  a  fitting  celebration  of  the 
occasion. 
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Ctje  Htncoln  Statue 

Shortly  after  The  Lincoln  Farm  Association  was  or- 
ganized, the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  felt 
that  the  State  itself  should  do  something  to  recognize 
Lincoln's  birthplace.  A  bill  was  introduced  into  the 
Legislature  calling  for  an  appropriation  of  $10,000,  to 
be  used  in  erecting  in  the  court-house  square  in 
Hodgenville,  Lincoln's  native  town,  a  statue  of  Lin- 
coln. Owing  to  the  fact  that  at  that  time  the  State 
of  Kentucky  was  under  heavy  expense  in  building 
a  new  State  Capitol,  all  appropriations  were  cut  down 
as  much  as  possible,  and  the  bill,  as  finally  passed, 
appropriated  the  sum  of  $2,500  for  a  tablet  to  be 
erected  on  the  walls  of  the  court-house,  on  which 
should  be  inscribed  the  simple  statement : 

Two  and  a  Half  Miles  South  of  this  Town, 

on  the  i2th  day  of  february,  1809, 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  Born. 

Appreciating  the  inadequacy  of  this  marking,  Con- 
gressman David  Smith,  of  Hodgenville,  Kentucky, 
introduced  into  the  Fifty-ninth  Congress  of  the  United 
States  a  bill  appropriating  $10,000  to  be  added  to  the 
Kentucky  appropriation,  the  united  appropriations  to 
be  used  in  erecting  a  statue  in  place  of  the  tablet. 
This  bill  passed  Congress  and  was  placed  in  the  hands 
of  a  commission,  which  Governor  Beckham  of  Ken- 
tucky appointed  to  carry  out  this  work.  Those  ap- 
pointed to  this  commission  were :  Hon.  Robert  Enlow 
of  Hodgenville,  Kentucky;  Col.  I.  B.  Nail  of  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky;  Mr.  Charles  J.  Hubbard  of  Louis- 
ville, Kentucky;  Mr.  Charles  C.  Beard  of  Fordstown, 
Kentucky,  and  Mr.  Richard  Lloyd  Jones,  of  New 
York.  The  sculptor  commissioned  to  make  the  statue 
was  Mr.  Adolph  A.  Weinman,  of  New  York.  The 
work  will  be  unveiled  on  Decoration  Day,  1909.

Geographically  the  Lincoln  Farm  is  only  about  one 
hundred  miles  from  the  center  of  population  of  the 
United  States.  Sentimentally  it  is  the  exact  center. 
Itself  a  part  of  the  soil  of  the  State  that  produced 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  Jefferson  Davis;  converted 
now  into  a  lasting  memorial  to  the  man  who, 
of  all  who  labored  and  fought  in  that  memorable 
struggle,  did  most  to  preserve  the  Union  that  now  is ; 
it  is  in  certain  respects  the  ideal  meeting  ground  for 
certain  national  gatherings.

When  The  Lincoln  Farm  Association  was  launched, 
with  the  declaration  that  it  proposed  to  provide  the 
funds  for  the  Birthplace  Memorial  by  small  contribu- 
tions from  the  rank  and  file  of  the  nation's  citizens, 
those  responsible  for  this  policy  were  actuated  by  a 
profound  belief  that  the  average  American  man  and 
woman  loves  and  reveres  the  memory  of  Abraham 
Lincoln  sufficiently  to  give  twenty-five  cents  or  more 
toward  a  memorial  to  his  life  and  service.  That  their 
faith  was  well  founded  is  proved  by  the  fact  that 
already  more  than  ninety  thousand  have  contributed. 
One  hundred  thousand  dollars  is  in  hand  or  imme- 
diately available.  But  the  fund  is  not  yet  sufficient. 
Many  thousands  more  are  needed  to  complete  the 
work  and  provide  an  endowment  to  guarantee  its 
future  care. 

In  a  majority  of  the  States  a  State  committee  has 
been  appointed,  which  in  turn  has  requested  the  chief 
officer  of  each  city  and  town  to  appoint  a  local  com- 
mittee to  solicit  contributions  among  the  citizens  of 
their  community.  Only  a  little  active  work  on  the 
part  of  each  committee  is  necessary  to  secure  all  the 
money  that  is  needed.
